Cows  returning  from  being  milked  may  be  cut  into  this  3-stanchion 
breeding  stall  and  held  for  the  veterinarian. 

A  light  roof  protects  the  animals  and  manger  from  sun  and  rain. 
Water  is  provided  for  veterinary  use. 

The  structure  is  designed  for  use  in  moderate  and  warm  climates. 

Stalls  of  this  type  are  especially  useful  to  operators  using  the  loose- 
housing  system. 

The  location  and  use  of  all  types  of  dairy  structures  and  equipment 
should  be  checked  with  the  proper  local  authorities  before  construction 
is  started.
